Professor Malenko likes to com- 
pare his situation with Fred Blas- 
sie’s. 

“In California Blassie was really 
hated. The Mexican fans would have 
killed him if they got their hands on 
him. But then Freddie had an opport- 
unity to team with Mil Mascaras 
just so he could get at Goliath and 
Gordman—who he hates so very 
much. The fans loved him from then 
on. 

“Now, a few months later, Blassie 
goes to New York to wrestle Pedro 
Morales. What happened? He’s boo- 
ed to no end! It’s all up to the cir- 
cumstances whether you're cheered 
or jeered.” 


Now that he’s used to the cheer- 
ing—what happens when it stops? 

“Absolutely nothing,’ Malenko 
stressed.

“You see for 12 years in and about 
the Florida area I have become a 
legend. When you stay in a place for 
such a length of time as I did, you be- 
come someone who the people learn 
to respect and look at with admira- 
tion. People know wrestling talent 
and the ability it takes to win match- 
es. They see that I have both talent 
and that special ability. This is one 
of the other reasons they now admire 
me.” 

Not only talent and ability but 
brains have a lot to do with Boris’ 
outlook.

HE LOWER EAST side of New 

York City is not a pretty place. 
It consists mainly of shoddy tene- 
ment buildings that were already 
old when immigrants lived in them 
in the early 1900's. 

Junkies roam the streets and hall- 
ways at will. Rats are everywhere. 
Knifings and shootings are such com- 
monplace experiences they don't 
even make the newspapers. 
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Many girls find themselves preg- 
nant before their 14th birthday. 
Youngsters are already hooked on 
hard drugs by the time they turn 12 
years old. Garbage lies all over the 
streets and many of the people live 
in such poverty that if the neighbor- 
hood was located in India instead of 
New York it would be receiving care 
packages, federal aid and Peace 
Corps volunteers by the hundreds.

*Although there is one universal 
set of rules different geographical

areas have changed them, added 
some and subtracted others! 

*Some rules are being disobeyed 
or overlooked altogether! 

Rather than list all the rules, we 
have boiled them down to make it 
easier for everyone to understand 
them. Occasionally, we will point 
out what we feel is a weakness in the 
present rule as well as a way it can 
be strengthened. 

According to the rules, a match 
can end only six ways. A match can 
end when a wrestler’s shoulders are 
pinned to the mat for a full three 
seconds as determined by a referee’s 
count, when a wrestler gives up be-

cause he cannot get out of a hold 
without causing himself pain or in- 
jury (submission hold), when a wres- 
tler is disqualified by a referee (more 
details on this later), when a referee 
believes a wrestler is too injured to 
continue, when outside interference 
makes it impossible for the match to 
continue in which case he can de- 
clare a “no contest,” and when a 
specified time limit runs out. 

Aside from disqualifications, 
which we'll cover later, there’s one 
obvious weakness among these rules. 
When a wrestler’s shoulders are pin- 
ned to the mat why should the three 
seconds be determined by a referee's

count? In boxing the referee follows 
the count of the timekeeper. This 
should be done in wrestling as well 
to prevent claims of “fast” or “slow” 
counts. Our staff discovered in- 
stances of pins in which the count to 
three took as much as eight seconds 
or as little as one second! We recom- 
mend that the timekeeper be respon- 
sible for counting off the three sec- 
onds on a signal by the referee that a 
man’s shoulders are pinned. If the 
man raises his shoulders before the 
timekeeper gets to three the referee 
can signal that as well. 

By far the biggest area of disagree- 
ment has been in the matter of dis- 
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qualifications. There are two types 
of disqualifications— disqualification 
because of a violation of rules or 
disqualification because of inability 
to adhere to a count. Following are 
the reasons for disqualification be- 
cause of rule violations: 

Scratching, biting, eye-gouging, 
hair-pulling or kicking are all rea- 
sons for immediate disqualifcation. 

Intentionally breaking an oppo- 
nent’s limb, punching with a closed 
fist, hitting below the belt and de- 
liberately using the ropes to endanger 
an opponent are all reasons for im- 
mediate disqualification. 

Use of obscene language or ges- 
tures, fighting or wrestling outside 
the ring, using any utensils or for- 
eign implements, choking or smoth- 
ering an opponent and assaulting, or 
insulting a referee, fan or official are 
all reasons for immediate disquali- 
fication. 

The key word in all the above is 
“immediate.” We asked a random 
sampling of referees what they’d do if 
they caught a wrestler pulling hair, 
punching with a closed fist, hitting 
below the belt, etc. More than 90 per- 
cent of our sample indicated they'd 
warn the offending wrestler and then 
begin a count! If the wrestler did not 
break the illegal hold or stop the il- 
legal action he would be disqualified 
after a count of five. Fewer than 10 
percent of the referees knew that 
those above illegalities called for 
IMMEDIATE disqualification! And 
not one of those 10 percent indicated 
he’d disqualify a man immediately 
for punching below the belt, for ex- 
ample! 

Every referee interviewed stated 
that if he found a wrestler with a for- 
eign object he’d attempt to take it 
away from him and begin a count if 
the wrestler refused to give it up. 
NOT ONE. REFEREE STATED 
HE’D DISQUALIFY THE WRES- 
TLER IMMEDIATELY AS THE 
RULES STATE! 

The only conclusions which can be 
drawn from this is that either the 
referees do not know these infrac- 
tions call for immediate disqualifi- 
cation or they have chosen not to 
enforce it! 

In some cases they are right. Some 
of these rules are obviously out of 
date and should be revised. For ex- 
ample, punching with a closed fist, 
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George “The Animal" Steele throws Pedro Morales over the ropes and out 
of the ring (above). If Pedro doesn’t get back in by a 20 count he can 
be disqualified. Yet it was Steele who threw him out! A change is 
called for. Below: Ernie Ladd hangs from the ropes on the ring apron. 
If he didn't leave the ring voluntarity should he be disqualified? 


wrestling outside the ring and insult- 
ing a fan or official should not be 
grounds for immediate disqualifi- 
cation. But hitting or kicking below 
the belt, and especially the use of 
foreign objects, should be grounds 
for immediate disqualification! THIS 
IS NOT BEING DONE. 

We recommend a revision of the 
disqualification rules and a Strict 
enforcement of them after that re- 
vision. Certain wreslters have been 





using the lax enforcement of the 
rules to their obvious advantage. 
Some even flaunt their ability to get 
away with the use of foreign objects 
or illegal tactics. This does not have 
to happen. 

The second part of the disqualifi- 
cation rules concern a_ wrestler’s 
failure to beat a referee’s count. 
Wrestlers can be disqualified for 
any of the following: 

If he does not break a hold as in-

structed by the referee within five 
seconds, if he does not disengage 
himself from the ropes or allow an 
opponent to disengage himself from 
the ropes within five seconds and if 
he doesn’t release a submission hold 
within five seconds after his oppo- 
nent has conceded, a wrestler can be 
disqualified. 

If he does not return to the ring 
from the ring apron within 10 sec- 
onds or if he does not return to the

ring within 20 seconds from the floor 
outside the ring, a wrestler can be 
disqualified. 

These rules are quite vague. If 
such things as choke holds are 
grounds for immediate disqualifica- 
tion—then what kind of holds can 
a referee force a wrestler to break 
after counting five? Also, it is under- 
standable to begin a 20 count when a 
wrestler is seeking tO escape pun- 
ishment by taking a respite outside

the ring. But when a wrestler is in- 
jured and thrown out of the ring by 
an opponent— why should he have to 
beat a count? He wasn’t trying to 
hide. 

It is understandable to begin a 
count on a wrestler when he deliber- 
ately steps outside the ropes or puts 
a foot over the ropes to avoid punish- 
ment or a pin. But why begin a count 
on a wrestler when his opponent is

ed up in a revenge grudge match it figured that... 


HE CARD FOR the ffirst 
“Superbowl of Wrestling” 
was one of the most spectacular 
ever put together. But of all the 
sensational matches—almost 20 on 
the four-hour long program— 
there was one even the other wres- 
tlers didn’t want to miss. It was 
the brass knucks grudge match be- 
tween Ernie Ladd and Abdullah 
the Butcher! | 
“This won’t be a wrestling 
match,” said Dominic DeNucci be- 
fore the contest began. “This will 
be a gutter brawl—a war. When 
you throw two animals together in 
the same cage you know only one 
of them can walk out of there. 
That’s what this is.” 
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Ernie Ladd and 
Abdullah the 
Butcher (right) 
square off 
before entering 
the ring. 


Abdullah the Butcher is exactly 
as DeNucci described him. An ani- 
mal. Even his manager the Black 
Baron admits Abdullah’s totally 
uncontrollable. Ladd, although he 
has a following in the Cleveland, 
Ohio area, is not much better. When 
he gets angry and turns himself 
loose he’s six-foot, nine-inches worth 
of wild fury! 

To get behind the reason for the 
feud between these two maniacs it 
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is necessary to go back to Utica, 
New York. It was in Utica that 
Ladd defeated Waldo Von Erich 
and won the National Wrestling 
Federation heavyweight title. 

But he didn’t hold it long. 

His first challenge came from 
Abdullah the Butcher. 

That match was one of the worst 
experiences of Ernie’s life. Ab- 
dullah fouled him throughout the 
match and, according to Ladd and

By this time Ernie was boiling. 
But that isn’t all. During a TV

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charged down the aisle and smash- 
ed a chair over Ernie’s head! Then 
he threw him out of the ring and 
stomped him until special police 
carried him away. You don’t do that 


it! 

Abdullah’s hatred for Ladd 
comes about largely because of his 
manager. The Black Baron told 
THE WRESTLER (October/1972) 
that he took over Abdullah’s

to dish out to certain people. I hide 
my identity for the simple reason I 
am managing an animal. He does 
my dirty work for me.” 

Evidently, for reasons the Baron 
refuses to divulge, Ernie Ladd is 
one of the wrestlers on his list of 
victims for Abdullah. 

With that background in mind, 
it’s no wonder the Abdullah-Ladd 
scrap was one everybody wanted to 
see. “If they don’t interfere with 
us,” Ernie was quoted as saying a 
week before the Super Bowl, “they 
won’t need a referee. Just an under- 
taker.” 

So bitter is this feud that the 
two of them never got as far as 
climbing into the ring at the be- 
ginning of the match. As each em-

erged from a different dugout in 
Cleveland’s Municipal Stadium, 
they tore across the area near home 
plate and went after each other. 

Wrestling? Forget it. There was 
no wrestling here. This was just 
as DeNucci had described it. A gut- 
ter brawl. 

Ladd slammed his brass knucks- 
covered fist onto Abdullah’s shaved 
head opening up a bloody gash. 
Abdullah returned the compliment 
and ripped Ernie’s forehead open. 

The action moved to the scorer’s 
table where Ladd smashed the 
Butcher’s head onto the bell. Not 
satisfied, he then tore the heavy 
metal bell off the table and smash- 
ed it across Abdullah’s face! 

By this time four referees joined 
the action to hold Ladd back. Two 
of them had to be summoned from 
other rings (three rings were in pro- 
gress). During this respite they

managed to get both men into the 
ring. But not for long. 

Abdullah gave Ladd a pair of 
flying elbow smashes and threw 
him out of the ring. They met again 
in the vicinity of the pitcher’s 
mound. They battled there for a 
few minutes. 

They also battled out by second 
base. They battled along the first 


base line. They battled in each of 
the three rings in use. Then the 
battle went into the stands! 

Fans ran back in horror as the 
two climbed over the third base 
railing into the seats. Abdullah 
ripped apart one of the seats with 
his bare hands and rammed the 
splintered wood into Ladd’s eyes.

T WAS ONE of those typical 

Montreal winter nights. The 
temperature was well below freez- 
ing and you could see your breath 
in front of you. Snow was falling as 
fast as the windshield wipers could 
push it away. The roads were slick 
and you never knew when you'd 
hit an ice patch. Visibility was re- 
stricted. 

These were the cautions running 
through Mad Dog Vachon’s mind 
that fateful night in 1968—a night

about until now. 


“IT was doing about 40 miles an | R Cay 


hour,” he recalled, “which was well 
under the speed limit of 60. It was 
about two in the morning and I 
was driving back to Montreal from 
a match in Quebec City. When you 
live in this area you're pretty used 
to bad driving conditions so I was 
alert to what was happening. 
“Suddenly, I hit an ice patch, a 
long one, and I went into a skid. 





My first inclination was to hit the 
brakes, but I know that’s the worst 
thing to do. So I tried to steer into 
the skid like they tell you. It didn’t 
help. The car was out of control 
and sliding on ice. It hit a guard 
rail and rolled down an embank- 
ment, turning over and over. That’s 
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“The doctor told me I'd never walk again,” Mad Dog Va- 
chon remembered. “I told him that not only would I walk 
again—I’d wrestle again too!” 
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Mad Dog Vachon smashes Ivan 


Koloff to the canvas with a 
devastating piledriver. This 
match was Vachon’s first 
after his injury and many 
people thought he shouldn't 
have gone in against such a 
tough opponent. “I've been 
wrestling the biggest names 
in this sport,” Mad Dog 
said, “and I'm not going to 
change things now!” The 
match ended in a draw. 


the last thing I remember.” 

Unconscious, Mad Dog remained 
there in the freezing cold for three 
hours before a highway patrolman 
saw the broken rail and found the 
car. In addition to fractures and 
internal injuries, Vachon was also 
found to be suffering from expo- 
sure. But the worst was yet to 
come. 

“T woke up in the hospital,” Mad 
Dog said, “and the first thing I 
remembered thinking was ‘Hey, I’m 
alive!’ Then the doctors came in 
and asked me if I could move my 
legs. I tried, but I couldn’t. Then 
they began to stick pins in my legs 
and I couldn’t feel a thing! That’s 
when it hit me. I was paralyzed!” 

The doctors told Vachon not to 
jump to conclusions. They’d have 
to do tests to determine the extent 
and the permanence of the paraly- 
sis. That brought Vachon’s hopes 
up a little, but not for long. When 
the tests were complete and the 
final report came in the news was 
bad. 

“Mr. Vachon,” the doctor told 
him, “from what we can determine 
the paralysis affecting your lower 
body looks to be permanent. Al- 
though it is impossible to predict 
for certain, indications are that 
you'll never walk again.” 

But Mad Dog Vachon is not a 
man to take adversity lightly. “Doc- 
tor,”” Mad Dog told the physician, 
“not only will I walk again—I'll 
wrestle again too!” 

The hospital suggested that Va- 
chon undergo rehabilitation and 
therapy and perhaps he could re- 
gain some muscular usage in his 
legs. Vachon agreed. After all, the 
doctor had said the paralysis 
“looks to be” permanent. He didn’t 
say it definitely was. 

“When I told the doctor I’d wres- 
tle again I was saying it in anger,” 
Vachon recalls. “It was something 
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Mad Dog Vachon stomps 
on the stomach of the 
Russian strongman, 
Ivan Koloff, showing 
he didn't lose any of 
his meanness during 
the time he spent 
confined to bed and 
later to a wheelchair. 
Vachon drove himself 
mercilessly in order 
to rehabilitate leg 
muscles that had 
been paralyzed. 


I just blurted out. I didn’t want to 
believe that my career—my life as 
I knew it—was over. I started 
thinking about what else I could 
do...what else I wanted to do. I 
couldn’t come up with anything. 
I’m a wrestler and that’s all I ever 
wanted to be. So although I might 
have said that in anger—I made 
up my mind I would wrestle again.” 

Once he committed himself to 
that goal Mad Dog began an in- 
tense program of therapy. If the

average rehabilitation program call- 
ed for two hours of therapy a day 
Mad Dog drove himself for six 
hours. Not only did he have to make 
sure to strengthen his leg muscles 
—he had to keep his arm and chest 
and back muscles strong as well. 
One thing that kept Mad Dog 
going was the attitude of the fans. 
Never what you'd call a popular 
favorite, Mad, Dog received hun- 
dreds of letters wishing him a 
speedy recovery. “A fan may want 





to see a wrestler get beaten but 
he doesn’t want to see a man’s 
career ended no matter how much 
he may dislike his style,” Vachon 
said. One letter, which he keeps to 
this day, is typical-of the mail he 
received. “I hope you get better 
real quick,” wrote a fan, “so you 
can get back in the ring and I can 
boo the hell out of you!” Another 
mentioned that he wanted to see 
Edouard Carpentier put him in a 
hospital—not an auto accident. 





Then, in one of the most dramatic 
moments in Montreal mat history, 
Mad Dog, confined to a wheelchair, 
showed up at the matches one 
night and he received a standing 
ovation when he was wheeled in. 
With tears in his eyes he took the 
public address microphone and an- 
nounced to the fans “I'll be back.” 

Few people, at that time, knew 
the extent of Vachon’s injuries. The 
paralysis was a secret. But shortly 
after that dramatic appearance

fan urging him to get well 
quickly so Carpentier could 
put him back in the hospital. 


something happened which Mad 
Dog considers “a miracle.” 

“T was lifting myself out of my 
bed and into the wheelchair and I 
banged my foot on a metal part of 
the chair,” he recalls. “And it hurt. 
I felt pain! It was the most wonder- 
ful feeling I ever had. I told the 
doctor and they took me back to 
the hospital for another examina- 
tion. The doctor told me they 
weren’t sure why—but the paraly- 
sis was ending!” 

This only intensified Mad Dog’s 
desire to wrestle again. Instead 
of undergoing six hours a day of 
therapy Mad Dog increased it to 
10. Before too long he’d regained 
total use of his legs. And because 
of his intensive training he was 
able to get the muscles back to 
where they’d once been in about 
half the time it might have taken a 
less dedicated man. 

When Mad Dog was ready to 
come back the promoters suggested 
he build himself up against a few 
preliminary wrestlers before tak- 
ing on what figured to be really 
tough matches. Mad Dog said no. 
“T’ve been wrestling the biggest 
names in this sport,” he told the 
promoter “and I'll continue to do 
so.” 

So in his first match since the ac- 
cident—a match that filled the are- 
na—Mad Dog tangled with none 
other than Ivan Koloff! For one 
half hour they battered each other 
around mercilessly. Neither man 
could get a decision. But even 
though the match ended in a draw 
the fans again gave Mad Dog a 
standing ovation. He came back— 
just as he promised he would. 

Since then Mad Dog has return- 
ed to his violent ways. He’s still 
one of the most despised wrestlers 
in North America. But, as he says, 
“those boos are music to my ears. 
Remember. There was a time when 
I thought I’d never hear them 


again.”

Bobby Heenan has indicated that he and his Blackjacks have in the 
past been victimized by false accusations by both the fans and 
these magazines. In this open letter Bobby presents his case—a 
case he feels will allow the fans a chance to live up to the same 
standards they want to see in wrestlers! 


KNOW THAT many of you who 

will read this article do not like 
either me or my illustrious world tag 
team champions the Blackjacks. 
You are the people who attend our 
matches and scream your fool heads 
off for neanderthals like Bruiser and 
Crusher. 

Well, neither my magnificent 
Blackjacks nor I mind your boos. 
Nor do we mind if you choose to 
cheer like idiots for undesirables 
like Bruiser and Crusher. But I do 
feel that you should know a little 
about the kind of men you've chosen 
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as your favorites. 

Although the sensational Black- 
jacks are the roughest team in the 
history of wrestling they've always 
maintained one standard—a_ stan- 
dard of fair play. While we're in that 
ring we do everything we can to win. 
But we don’t make sneak attacks 
and we don't deliberately try to 
maim other wrestlers—even such 


hideous beasts as Bruiser and Crush- 
er. 


Yet these two, the men you've 
chosen to support, are guilty of just 
such underhanded and unsportsman- 


like actions! 

As proof I need only to point to a 
recent evening in Chicago when 
Bruiser and Crusher outdid them- 
selves (and that takes some doing) 
as far as unsportsmanlike tactics are 
concerned. 

After Blackjack Mulligan triumph- 
ed, as expected, in his match against 
Billy Red-Cloud, my other champion, 
Blackjack Lanza, went in against 
Bruiser. I, of course, was in Brui- 
ser’s corner to guide my man’s stra- 
tegy and lend moral and vocal sup- 
port.

The match started off as one of 
the best I’ve ever seen. I have to 
admit Bruiser was doing much better 
than anyone had expected. About 
a half-hour of non-stop action had 
gone by and he was still alive. 

However, after putting up a pret- 
ty good battle for that half hour, 
Bruiser began to tire and tire badly. 
His pot-belly and flabby legs just 
couldn’t take the pressure of a battle 
against a young, superbly-condition- 
ed athlete like Blackjack Lanza. 
Bruiser was in trouble. Bad trouble. 
My Blackjack was whipping him from 


ringpost to ringpost. It was only a 
matter of time before the referee 
would raise Lanza’s hand in triumph. 

In a desperation move which was 
doomed to failure, Bruiser stooped 
so low as to pull a pair of brass knuck- 
les from his trunks. Blackjack took 
them away from him with ease and 
used Bruiser’s own tactic against 
him! 

By this time it was obvious the 
end was near. Suddenly I heard 
cheering. That’s when I saw that 
other out-of-shape animal— Crusher 
—come tearing down the aisle and 





climb into the ring! It was terribly 
unfair. Two against one. And you 
people were cheering! 

It hurts me to have to report what 
happened next but I want to give you 
the facts exactly as they happened. 
Crusher stunned Blackjack since he 
had the element of surprise. He 
then whipped him into a corner 
where Bruiser was waiting. He crash- 
ed his fist right into Lanza’s face 
knocking my champion practically 
unconscious. 

As Blackjack lay there in the cor-

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ner Bruiser climbed to the top rope. 
The Crusher grabbed my man’s foot 
and shouted at Bruiser to jump down 
on his leg. I saw that fat animal leap 
off the rope and I had to turn away. 
I couldn't look. 

Bruiser was right on target. When 
I looked back my champion was 
rolling around on the mat in agony, 
clutching his left knee. As if this 
wasnt enough, I saw them dragging 
Lanza back to the corner. They were 
going to do it again! 

I couldn't take anymore. I ran 
back to the dressing room to get 
Blackjack Mulligan so we could stop 
this terrible slaughter. While I was 
getting Mulligan, Bruiser held Lan- 
za’s broken leg as Crusher climbed 
to the top rope and jumped on the 
same leg! 

By this time the referee had dis- 
qualified those two animals but it 
was too late. The damage had al- 
ready been done. And when they saw 
Mulligan and I running towards the 
ring they took off like the chickens 
they are. 

I asked Blackjack Lanza if he could 
walk and he said he couldn't. We had 
to get a bunch of security guards to 
help carry him back to the dressing 
room. By that time his knee had be- 
come swollen and had turned an ugly 
black and blue. After a careful 
examination by a doctor our worst 
fears were confirmed. The leg was 
broken and some of the ligaments in 
the knee were torn. 

Upon hearing this Blackjack Mulli- 
gan almost went, berserk. He actual- 
ly tore off a metal door from one of 
the lockers and tried to get at Crush- 
er and Bruiser in their locker room. 
| had all I could do to restrain him. 
If it wasn’t for the help of those fine 
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police there I don’t believe I could 
have stopped him alone. As angry as 
he was there was no way | could rea- 
son with him and explain that the 
place to get revenge was in the ring.

“But that wasn’t all. While I was 
wrestling him I could feel him. 
There was something there. But 
at other times I’d grab him and 
just grab air. One time I stuck my 
fist into his stomach and it went 
right through him as if he didn’t 
exist! He seemed to be able to turn 
it on and off. One time I kicked 
him in the stomach and he doubled 
over in pain. Yet when I tried it 
again I was just kicking air. I'll 
tell ya’ something. I never believ- 
ed in ghosts before—but I do now. 
It’s the scariest thing that ever 
happened to me. I mean...how 
can you hurt a man who’s already 

dead?” 

'  Hull’s swipes through the air 
were so fast the fans couldn’t see 
that at times he appeared to be 
wrestling an invisible man. But 
after the match was over the entire 
audience was agog as the Mummy, 
standing in the ring, seemed to 
split himself into two people! 

“T didn’t believe what I was see- 
ing but I grabbed my camera and 
started shooting,” Lanza continued. 
“I couldn’t wait to develop the 
pictures to see if I was able to pho- 
tograph what had happened. Only 
one picture came out. But in that 
picture you could clearly see two 
distinct images.”

“For example, southerners in 
Mississippi are much different from 
southerners in Florida and totally 
different from people in Boston. 
New Englanders are in a category 
all by themselves. Westerners who 
live on farms and ranches are no- 
thing like westerners who live in 
big cities. People in New York are 
like people nowhere else in the 
world. 

“This isn’t true in Europe. Al- 
though there are regional differ-° 
ences, most Englishmen are pretty 
much the same. So are Germans 
or Scots or Danes or Poles. Only 
in Italy is there a large difference, 
between northern and southern 
Italians, but that’s an exception. 
America is like Europe except it’s 
all one country. The people in dif-

different states are as unique as 
people in different countries are 

in Europe,” Goulet's travels showed. 
ferent states are as unique as peo- 
ple in different countries are in Eu- 
rope.” 

There isn’t much in the world 
Rene Goulet hasn’t seen. Yet, if he 
ever covers it all he’d like to go back 
and start over again. “You know 
it’s funny,” he pointed out. “I wres- 
tle the same way in Philadelphia 
and Montreal as I do in Florida and 
Minneapolis—yet I’m a big hero in 
the first two places and a rather un- 
popular fellow in the last two.

els and dimes to build it. He received 
no federal funds, no state funds, no 
city funds. The entire operation is 
supported by donations. It has one 
objective—to get kids off dope, off 
drinking, off smoking, off fighting 
with each other and off the streets. 

“The idea came to me one night 
while I was at the store,” Izzy re- 
calls. “I was standing in the doorway 
watching a group of young girls 
Standing around smoking, cursing 
and doing some things which were 
worse. I decided I had to do some- 
thing. I held an ‘open house’ in my 
center and invited the kids and their 
parents. The parents wanted me to 
find jobs for the kids. I knew I 
couldn't do that but suggested some- 
thing else instead. 

“I told them I could teach them 
wrestling and, if they wanted to, 
boxing as well. It might not enable 
them to get jobs but it would make 
them start training and they'd have 
to give up all their bad habits.” 

At first the parents were skeptical. 
Wrestling? But nobody was offering 
a better solution and the kids seemed 
anxious to try. 

In a few short weeks parents were 
calling Zerling a “miracle worker.” 
The same youngsters who previously 
had stood on street corners getting 
into all sorts of trouble were now 
spending all their time training. They 
were off the streets and when Izzy 
introduced the program into the 
schools—school officials were stun- 
ned to find the kids going back to 
school. The girls especially took to 
it. The group Izzy works with now 
practically live at the Recreation 
Center. 

Izzy Zerling’s idea began 10 years 
ago. But each year he adds a few 
new touches to keep the youngsters

interested. One of the innovations 
is that matches between the young- 
sters are now held in actual arenas 
like Sunnyside Gardens where the 
professionals wrestle. 

“It’s a fantastic thing,” said some- 
one close to the program. “These 
girls climb into the ring where Pedro 
Morales or Chief Jay Strongbow 
wrestled the night before. They can 
picture themselves as Fabulous Moo- 
lah or Susan Green or Sandy Parker. 
For the boys who aren't interested 
in wrestling there is boxing. And 
they too get on the card at Sunny- 


side. Leroy Jones, an amateur fighter 
who made it to the U.S. Olympic 
boxing trials, started out at Izzy Zerl- 
ing’s Recreation Center. 

Among the other prized pupils 
are three girls who bill themselves 
as the “Star Girls” and “Moon Girl.” 
The Star Girls, who wrestle as a tag 
team, are both 15 years old, both 
stand 5-5 and weigh 125 pounds. 
Moon Girl is 17 years old, stands 
5-6 and weighs 115 pounds. There 
are those who think that these three 
girls may be the Recreation Center's 
first graduates to the ranks of pro- 
fessional women’s wrestling. They’re 
that good. 

The work of Zerling and the 
youngsters at the Recreation Center 
has been so impressive that in March 
they'll be exhibiting their wrestling 
and boxing talents at an eight-day 
show at the prestigious New York 
Coliseum! 

If you go down to the streets of 
the lower east side of New York 
City you'll still see drug pushers, 
12-year-old addicts, rats, filth, crime 
and deplorable conditions. But for 
a large number of the kids trapped 
in that horrendous neighborhood— 
there’s another place to turn. And 
it all came about because a man who 
loves young people stood in the 
doorway of his sporting goods store 
and decided it was about time some- 
one tried to help. C]

responsible for getting him tangled 
or entrapped in the ropes? 

We recommend that no count be 
assessed against a wrestler if his 
leaving the ring or getting tangled 
in the ropes is not his own doing and 
was caused by the actions of an op- 
ponent. 

It is obvious that many referees 
are confused about the two aspects 
of the disqualification rules. For 
infractions such as hair-pulling, eye- 
gouging and biting—infractions call- 
ing for immediate disqualification— 
referees are giving five-counts be-. 
fore ordering wrestlers to break the 
hold. This should be straightened 
out immediately. 

The final aspects of the rules that 
needs changing has to do with cham- 
pionship matches. In the official 
wrestling rules there is nothing that 
indicates title matches are any dif- 
ferent from any other matches. That 
much-abused rule about a champion 
being unable to lose his belt on a 
disqualification DOES NOT AP- 
PEAR anywhere in the wrestling 
rules! 

It appears to be a rule initiated by 
a number of small alliances or pro- 
moters which seems to have mush- 
roomed to the extent that everyone 
believes it to be a rule. In Texas, for 
example, there are certain matches 
in which championships can change 
hands for reasons other than a pin or 
a submission. This would be in fla- 
grant violation of the championship 
rule—if there was such a rule. 

We do not know how this non-rule 
began or how it gained such common 
acceptance. For all we know, certain 
federations have by now written it 
into their rules thinking it is a rule. 
But that’s all besides the point. The 
point is that certain champions are 
taking advantage of this belief to 
hold onto titles they’d otherwise have 
lost. Some titleholders have even 
bragged they'll never lose their belts 
because theyll get*themselves dis- 
qualified if they're in serious trouble! 

Since it isn’t really in the rules to 
begin with, we recommend that the 
“rule” saying championships cannot 
change hands because of a disquali- 
fication be abolished! Champion- 
ship matches are like any other 
matches and can be ended by any of 
the means described earlier in this 
article. If a regular match can end in 
any of the six ways described earlier

—why can a championship change 
hands for only two of those ways? It 
just doesn’t make sense. 

The purpose of this investigation 
is not to discredit the referees. A man 
cannot be blamed for being confused 
by vague and/or outdated rules. The 
very fact that in some instances 90 
percent of the referees polled didn’t 
know the proper rule covering a giv- 
en situation proves that the fault 
does not lie with the individual ref- 
eree. 


The fault lies with the various al- 
liances. Although they proclaim dif- 
ferent champions and often feud with 
each other they all adhere (supposed- 
ly) to the same basic rules of pro- 
fessional wrestling. Therefore, it is 
up to them to revise the rules and re- 
quire their referees to enforce those 
revisions. Otherwise the wrestlers 
who take advantage of the confusion 
over the rules and use that confusion 
to protect themselves will continue to 
do so without fear of punishment! [_]
